Additional Backup Information




Austin Water intends to decommission water infrastructure at five sites within the City's jurisdiction. Furthermore, as
part of the decommissioning effort, service improvements will be implemented at the Beauford Drive location and
pressure monitoring stations will be replaced at three sites. The five decomissioning sites are:

e Beauford Site at 6712 Beauford Drive;

e  Glenlake Site at 3408 Far View Drive;

e Long Canyon Site at 8704 2 Bell Mountain Drive;

e Loop 360 Site at 4301 Westbank Drive; and

e Oak Hill Site at 6440 % Aviara Drive.

At each of the locations, water lines will be isolated and all pumps, tanks, buildings, manholes, foundations, vauilts,
piping, and electrical lines will be removed or abandoned in place. Once the decommissioning work is complete, each
site will be revegetated and left as open green space, with some buried utilities possibly remaining and a pressure
monitoring station will remain at the Loop 360, Beauford, and Oak Hill sites. A delay in executing the construction
contract would only prolong removal of unnecessary, retired facilities from these sites.

Once the sequence of work at the five sites is known, Austin Water public outreach staff with contact the affected
neighborhood associations, businesses, and residents. Staff anticipates mailing notices and placing flyers on doors
when the work schedule for each site is finalized.

Due to the potential for change orders resulting from unforeseen subsurface conditions when working with aged
facilities, a 10% contingency in funding has been included to allow for their expeditious processing. A contingency is
an additional amount of money added to the construction budget to cover any unforeseen construction costs
associated with the project.

The contract allows 180 calendar days for completion of this project. This project is located within zip codes 78750
and 78730 (District 10) and 78746 and 78735 (District 8). The project will be managed by the Public Works

Department.
